CHAPTER 13885.

DITOHES AND DRAINS,

AN AOT to prevent obstructions in any of the pubiic ditches for
the beneflt of Swamp Lands.

SrotioN 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of
the State of Iowa, That any person or persons, who
shall place any obstructions in any of the public ditches
or drains, made for the purpose of draining any of the
Swamp Lands in this State, shall, upon conviction, be
compelled to remove said obstractions, and be fined not
less than five dollars, nor more than one hundred dollars,
or be imprisoned in the county jail not more than thirty
days, at ﬁiscretion of the Court. Any person interested
may prosecute for such offence.
